SEPTEMBER  1915  saw  the  beginning  of  a  new 
epoch  at  Rockford  High  School,  for  at  that 
time  the  class  that  was  destined  to  be  the  peer 
of  them  all,  started  on  its  brilliant  and  successful  career. 
Green  and  gold  were  chosen  as  the  class  colors  while 
the  motto,  "Not  at  the  top  but  climbing"  was  selected 
as  characteristic  of  the  class  spirit.  By  the  time  they 
were  Sophomores,  members  of  the  1919  class  could  be 
found  industriously  engaged  in  all  the  activities  of  the 
school.  As  Juniors,  they  made  a  specialty  of  war 
work,  some  enlisting,  others  aiding  the  Red  Cross  by 
doing  such  things  as  making  dressings  and  collecting 
books  for  the  sick.  The  Senior  year  was  a  most 
unusual  one  on  account  of  the  "flu"  epidemic  which 
came  in  the  midst  of  the  football  season.  However,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  second  semester,  they  made  up 
for  the  unfortunate  loss  of  time  and  carried  on  their 
studies  and  school  activities  with  the  "pep"  and 
enthusiasm  which  had  ever  before  been  one  of  their 
most  decided  characteristics. 

From  the  day  they  first  entered  Room  2  to  begin 
their  high  school  career,  until  now,  when  they  are  about 
to  leave  their  Alma  Mater  forever,  they  have  aimed  to 
give  in  proportion  to  what  they  have  taken.  It  has 
been  their  desire  to  be  able  to  say  that  when  the  class 
of  1919  passed  over  the  threshold  of  Rockford  High 
School,  it  left  the  memory  of  many  deeds  and  achieve- 
ments not  soon  to  be  forgotten.

AS  an  ornament,  the  big,  impressive  clock  above  the  city  hall  of  Lockehaven,  Xew  Hampshire,  was 
fully  worth  its  original  heavy  price;  as  a  time  piece,  however,  it  was  thoroly  exasperating.

In  the  first  place,  the  class  of  '22  is  one  of  the  largest  classes  that  ever  entered 
old  R.  H.  S.  Three  hundred  and  twenty  pupils  enrolled  in  September,  and  in 
February  the  number  was  swelled  by  the  addition  of  two  hundred  and  ten  new 
recruits,  making  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  thirty.

LAST  year  being  such  an  unusual  one  everywhere  is  a  good  explana- 
tion for  Rockford's  unusual  football  season.  From  one 
standpoint,  the  football  season  of  1918  was  the  most  unsuccessful 
of  any  in  the  history  of  the  school.  It  is  true  that  financially  the  season 
was  a  miserable  failure;  but  should  we  judge  a  season  by  the  amount  of 
the  gate  receipts.^  If  this  is  the  case  then  the  spirit  and  sportmanship  of 
athletics  in  Rockford  are  decidedly  lowered,  and  the  team  may  be  con- 
sidered very  poor. 

The  influenza  epidemic  hit  us  in  the  middle  of  the  season,  thereby 
affecting  both  ends,  namely,  the  number  of  games  played,  and  the  gate 
receipts.  With  practically  a  green  squad  of  men,  it  was  difficult  at  first 
to  see  where  Mr.  Winters  could  get  a  team  that  would  creditably  repre- 
sent Rockford  and  uphold  the  record  of  previous  years.  Mr.  Winters  did 
the  impossible,  and  rounded  into  shape  a  team  that  can  be  called  "good" 
if  not  of  championship  calibre. 

Practice  games  with  Chicago  schools  could  not  be  arranged,  so  the 
first  contest  was  to  be  played  with  Joliet.  The  day  before  the  Joliet 
game,  the  City  Health  Department  called  the  game  off.  The  reason  was 
that  no  public  gatherings  would  be  allowed  during  the  epidemic.  Joliet 
is  very  grateful  to  the  Rockford  Health  Department,  as  it  saved  them  the 
the  embarrassment  of  returning  home  with  the  small  end  of  the  .score. 

From  that  time  on  we  were  kept  in  hot  water,  always  expecting  that 
the  following  week  the  ban  would  be  lifted  and  play  could  begin.  But  no 
such  good  luck.  Credit  should  be  given  the  men  for  the  faithfulness  they 
showed  in  practicing  during  the  vacation.  If  you  think  that  it  is  fun  to 
practice  week  after  week,  and  then  on  Thursday  or  Friday  have  it  defi- 
nitely announced  that  no  game  would  be  played,  just  come  out  and  try  it. 

The  team  was  so  anxious  to  get  started  that  when  they  met  Beloit 
for  the  first  real  game  of  the  season,  Rockford  romped  away  with  them. 
The  score  was  02  to  0.  The  second  game  with  Freeport  was  a  great  suc- 
cess, and  we  had  revenge  for  the  40  to  li  defeat  they  handed  us  two  years 
ago  on  the  same  field.  The  final  score  was  55  to  0.  As  usual,  Rockford 
shone  that  night.  LaGrange  was  our  next  victim.  They  were  coached 
by  a  former  Rockford  High  School  star,  but  we  couldn't  consider  that, 
and  .sent  them  home,  46  to  0. 
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Then  came  the  near  fatal  game  with  Elgin  on  Thanksgiving  day.  It  rained  the  night  before  and 
snowed  all  Thanksgiving  morning.  The  field  was  one  big  swamp  of  mud,  water,  and  slush.  Good 
football  was  out  of  the  question,  as  it  was  impossible  to  keep  from  slipping.  The  players  on  both  teams 
became  so  soaked  and  chilled  that  neither  team  could  do  itself  justice.  Many  of  the  men  were  playing 
their  last  game  for  Rockford.  They  all  fought  hard  and  it  was  no  fault  of  theirs  that  the  game  ended 
a  scoreless  tie.  They  feel  that  they  could  have  taken  Elgin's  measure,  had  the  game  been  played  on 
a  dry  field. 

During  the  season  Rockford  scored  163  points  to  their  opponents  0.  In  other  words,  for  the  first 
time  in  its  history,  Rockford  went  through  the  season  without  being  scored  upon.  After  all,  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  fans  it  was  not  such  a  bad  season.    It  was  short,  but  what  there  was  of  it  was  good.

'ITH  the  departure  of  Mr.  Beyer,  the  hghtweights  were 
coached  by  a  new  member  of  the  faculty.  Mr. 
McDonald  hails  from  Decatur,  and  his  first  year  with 
the  team  shows  that  he  knows  the  fine  points  of  the  game. 
With  many  of  last  year's  squad  back  and  a  few  new  additions, 
^       the  minors  started  off  in  whirlwind  fashion. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  with  Crane  Technical  of 
Chicago.    As  usual,  the  minors  outclassed  their  old  rivals. 
The  score  was  47  to  0.    In  the  next  game  with  Lane  Technical 
they  had  a  great  misfortune.    Rockford  really  won  the  game, 
■        6  to  0,  but  just  as  the  play  started  that  carried  the  ball  over  the 
H        goal  line,  the  referee  accidently  blew  his  whistle.    This  "boner" 
I         on  the  official's  part  robbed  the  lightweights  of  the  game.  The 
I         rule  that  declares  the  ball  dead  as  soon  as  the  referee's  whistle 
blows  had  to  be  enforced.    The  ball  was  called  back  and  the 
half  ended  before  they  could  put  it  over  again.    Rockford  did 
not  have  an  opportunity  to  score  the  second  time,  and  the  game 
ended  a  scoreless  tie. 

At  Freeport  they  romped  away  from  their  opponents,  33  to 
0.     Freeport  missed  Francis    who   scored    Freeport's  lone 
touchdown  last  year,  but  even  the  mighty  Francis  could  not 
have  broken  thru  Rockford's  defence. 
A  game  was  scheduled  with  the  East  Aurora  lights  as  a  curtain  raiser  to  the 
game  with  LaGrange,  but  the  train  on  which  the  team  was  traveling  was  wrecked 
just  outside  of  Aurora,  and  the  men  were  unable  to  get  here.    The  minors  played 
a  game  with  some  "pickups." 

Thanksgiving  day  was  a  great  success.  Even  in  their  soaked  and  chilled 
condition  they  so  far  outclassed  the  Elgin  minors  that  they  gave  up  the  struggle 
before  the  end  of  the  third  quarter.  The  Elgin  players  realized  that  they  were  up 
against  a  better  team,  and  it  was  useless  to  finish  it.  When  the  game  stopped 
the  score  was  47  to  0,  and  would  have  been  well  over  the  sixty  mark  had  the  game 
been  finished. 

The  Lightweights  went  through  the  season  without  being  scored  upon,  which 
greatly  adds  to  this  year's  record.

THE  Basketball  season  of  1918-1919  was  the  most  successful  of  any  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  Englund  and  his  team  mates  more  than  upheld 
their  places  in  the  world  this  year.  Their  playing  was  of  such  class  that 
the  team  was  supported  more  than  usual  this  year,  and  as  a  result  the  receipts  of 
the  games  were  sufficient  to  pay  the  large  bill  for  football  equipment  and  to  enable 
the  Athletic  Association  to  breathe  easy  with  its  head  above  water. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season,  Mr.  Winters  had  only  three  players  who  were 
good  enough  for  regular  positions,  but  three  men  don't  make  a  team  nowadays. 
Fans  wondered  where  Mr.  Winters  could  get  a  team  out  of  the  squad  that  turned 
out,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  he  would  make  3  +  3^+3^  =  5.  He  did,  but 
he  multiplied  the  forwards  by  2  and  obtained  3  +  1  +  1  =  5.  Substituting  in  the 
above  equation  you  obtain,  (Captain  Harry  Englund,  Hugh  Powell,  Joel  Carl- 
son)+Rex  Enright+Ralph  Baker  =  SOME  TEAM. 

Enright  and  Baker  were  developed  practically  this  year.  Enright  was  a 
member  of  last  year's  lightweight  squad.  Baker  was  a  freshman  this  year  with 
some  grade  school  experience.  These  men  improved  steadily  throughout  the 
year,  and  before  the  end  of  the  season  they  were  picked  on  many  all-star  teams. 

Gee  played  a  forward  position  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  but  because  of 
the  eight  semester  rule,  he  had  to  give  way  to  a  man  who  would  remain  all  season. 

Rockford  played  a  total  of  twenty-four  games,  losing  but  one  of  these  by  the 
small  margin  of  six  points  to  Belvidere.  We  are  not  trying  to  make  excuses,  but 
to  show  you  how  lucky  Belvidere  was  that  night,  Rockford  defeated  them  on  their 
own  floor  the  following  week  by  the  score  of  45  to  26. 

In  her  twenty -four  games,  Rockford  scored  a  total  of  1054  points  to  her 
opponents  405  points.  The  average  Rockford  score  per  game  was  43  and  her 
opponents  was  16.  This  is  the  best  record  ever  made  by  a  Rockford  High  School 
Basketball  Team.

In  the  Northern  Illinois  High  School  Conference,  Rockford  so  outclassed  all 
the  other  teams  that,  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  we  ran  away  with  both  the 
Conference  and  District  championships.  In  the  conference,  the  only  team  which 
pushed  the  boys  to  the  limit  was  West  Aurora,  who  relied  too  much  on  "rough 
stuff."  Their  method  failed,  however,  and  we  won,  26  to  21.  The  other  games, 
barring  the  finals  in  the  tournament,  were  rather  one-sided  affairs.  At  no  time 
was  the  team  in  danger.    It  was  some  team,  and  a  great  year  for  the  school. 

Little  was  heard  about  the  members  of  the  second  team,  but  really  it  is  the 
second  team  that  builds  up  the  first  team.  In  the  tournaments,  a  first  team  would 
be  of  little  value  without  a  second  team,  for  it  is  the  second  team  who  carries  the 
games  through  so  that  the  first  string  will  be  in  shape  for  the  harder  ones.  So 
here's  a  tribute  to  the  second  team. 

Captain  Englund,  Powell,  Carlson,  and  Shoudy  will  be  lost  by  graduation 
These  men  will  all  be  missed,  particularly  the  all-state  men,  "Skin,"  "Hap,"  and 
"Joe."  It  will  be  a  long  time  before  Rockford  has  another  such  a  fighting  captain 
as  Harry  Englund. 

The  other  members  who  had  not  played  the  required  time  to  win  their  "R's," 
but  who  deserve  credit  for  their  services  on  the  squad  are:  Philip  Behr,  Harold 
Williams,  Robert  Boehland,  William  Garrett,  Harold  Burr,  Roy  Jones,  Raymond 
Fridley,  and  John  Meshkoff.    The  last  three  were  freshmen  this  year.

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Captain  Harry  Englund  is,  perhaps,  the  best  basketball  player  ever  developed  in 
Rockford  High  School.  He  is  a  leader  and  a  fighter,  and  greatly  responsible  for  the 
team's  showing  this  year.  As  a  floor  man,  he  is  without  an  equal;  as  a  leader  all  he  had 
to  say  was,  "Follow  me  and  fight,"  and  they  followed  him  and  fought  their  way  to  the 
Conference,  District  and  State  championships.  As  a  reward  for  his  unceasing  energy, 
he  was  awarded  the  center  position  on  the  all-state  team.  Never  have  any  set  of  men 
had  a  finer  man  to  work  under,  and  "Skin"  will  be  missed  by  the  entire  school  next 
year. 


Hugh  Powell  is  another  all-state  man,  and  considered  by  many  critics  as  the  best 
guard  ever  turned  out  by  this  school.  "Hap's"  calibre  can  easily  be  seen  when  it  is 
learned  that  the  only  way  an  opposing  forward  can  get  a  basket  from  him  is  by  throw- 
ing it  from  the  other  half  of  the  floor.  Hap's  favorite  stunt  is  to  talk  his  opponent  out 
of  making  his  baskets  by  telling  him  that  he  can't  make  them.  The  classy  way  that 
"Hap"  broke  up  dribbles  has  never  been  seen  on  the  Illinois  University  floor  before 
For  his  splendid  work  at  Champaign,  as  well  as  all  during  the  season.  Hap  was  given 
the  captaincy  of  the  all-state  team,  as  well  as  being  named  as  one  of  the  two  all-state 
guards. 


Joel  Carlson,  holding  down  the  other  job  at  guard,  is  another  all-state  man.  Joe's 
work  at  the  State  tourney  easily  won  for  him  this  position.  His  work  so  far  outclassed 
any  shown  by  the  guards  of  other  schools  that  there  was  no  doubt  about  this  matter  in 
the  minds  of  the  officials.  This  is  Joe's  second  year  on  the  team.  Like  Powell,  Joe's 
opponent  seldom  made  many  baskets  from  his  side  of  the  center  ring.  By  the  time  that 
his  opponent  had  reached  his  territory  and  was  making  ready  to  shoot  the  ball,  he  no 
longer  had  the  ball — Joe  had  it.  It  will  be  a  long  time  before  Rockford  will  have  as 
earnest  and  plucky  a  guard  as  Joe  Carlson. 
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Rex  Enright,  picked  by  many  on  their  all  star  teams,  is  the  cleverest  standing  for- 
ward in  the  conference.  Opposing  teams  always  put  their  best  guard  for  a  standing 
guard,  and  as  a  result  Rex  always  had  a  man  riding  him.  Rex  had  to  .shake  him  now 
and  then,  however,  just  to  make  him  feel  cheap  and  give  himself  a  chance  to  drop  a  few 
in.  To  be  in  the  right  place,  at  the  right  time,  all  the  time  is  a  man-sized  job,  but  Rex 
was  there  with  bells.  Rex  is  one  man  that  will  be  here  next  year,  and  if  the  rest  of  the 
team  can  equal  Rex,  Rockford  can  expect  big  things  from  them. 


Ralph  Baker,  the  clever  freshman,  entered  from  Garri.son  school  and  at  once 
became  the  idol  of  many  fans  (Girls  included).  Baker  has  become  one  of  the  best  for- 
wards in  the  state.  He  has  a  deadly  eye  for  the  basket,  and  can  make  his  shots  from  any 
place  on  the  floor.  His  long  distance  shots  make  the  fans  beam  in  admiration,  for  they 
sure  are  good.  We  are  glad  that  Baker  is  only  a  freshman,  for  he  has  a  long  time  ahead 
of  him,  and  he  ought  to  become  one  of  the  finest  men  in  the  country.  He  is  already 
known  over  the  state  as  "Rockford's  Freshman  ^Yonde^. " 


Sodergren,  taken  over  from  the  lightweight  squad  to  play  in  the  tournaments, 
greatly  aided  in  winning  both  the  district  and  the  state  honors.  He  earned  his  place  by 
hard  work  and  fully  deserved  all  the  honor  given  him.  He  surprised  the  fans  at  the 
tournaments  by  playing  a  game  worthy  of  his  big  brothers.  In  the  final  game  of  the 
district  tourney  with  Belvidere,  he  made  many  baskets  during  the  half  he  played  and 
held  back  the  mighty  Silvius  and  Shultz.  In  the  Springfield  game  he  was  put  against 
the  giant  Poscover,  and  sure  worried  him.   "Sody"  is  eligible  until  February,  1920.

Edwin  Anderson,  better  known  to  all  of  us  as  "Zula, "  is  always  on  deck  when  a 
man  is  needed.  He  played  splendid  ball  in  the  tournament,  and  if  he  continues  doing 
the  work  he  has  done  this  year,  he  will  no  doubt  find  a  regular  place  on  the  team.  His 
man  seldom  made  enough  baskets  to  brag  about  when  "Zula"  made  up  his  mind  to 
make  him  stay  on  his  own  side  of  the  floor.

Nevin  Gage,  a  former  guard  on  the  Austin  High  School  team  of  Chicago,  earned 
his  place  on  the  tournament  squad  as  a  forward.  His  eye  for  the  basket  was  a  great 
detriment  to  the  opponents,  for  he  was  clever  at  picking  the  ball  out  of  the  air  and 
calmly  dropping  it  into  the  iron  circle.  Gage  will  only  be  eligible  for  the  first  semester 
of  next  year,  but  he  will  be  a  valuable  man  to  the  team  as  long  as  he  can  play. 


Next  in  line  to  Englund  as  a  center  is  Shoudy.  He  is  one  of  the  best  jumpers  on  the 
squad,  and  this,  together  with  his  heighth,  makes  him  a  splendid  center.  His  basket 
shooting  during  the  tournament  made  the  fans  sit  up  and  take  notice.  Shoudy  will  not 
be  with  the  team  next  year,  for  he  graduates  with  the  rest  of  the  seniors  on  the  squad. 
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The  District  TcoiiFeameett 

THE  Northern  District  Basketball  Tournament  was  a  great  success.  The 
result  could  not  have  been  better  from  a  Rockford  standpoint.     It  was 
handled  with  excellent  skill  by  the  officials,  and  the  management,  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  Shafer,  was  without  fault.    The  receipts  were  $2,2.50,  which 
is  the  most  ever  taken  in  at  a  district  tournament  in  Illinois. 

Twenty  teams  representing  the  towns  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  com- 
peted to  see  which  one  would  represent  this  district  in  the  State  tourney. 

Rockford  was  the  goat  in  the  drawings,  having  five  games  to  play  in  order 
to  get  to  the  finals.  On  the  other  hand,  our  rival,  Belvidere,  had  only  three  games 
to  take  her  to  the  finals. 

On  Thursday  evening,  Rockford  met  the  Mt.  Carroll  team.  It  was  a  good 
workout  for  the  team,  but  it  held  little  excitement.  The  score  89  to  7  tells  the 
whole  story.  Friday  afternoon  Rockford  met  Morrison.  The  second  team  was 
used  during  all  the  game,  but  at  that  Morrison  was  vanquished  with  a  score  of 
56  to  5.  Saturday  morning,  Pecatonica  bowed  to  us  in  defeat.  The  seconds  were 
also  used  in  this  game,  and  the  score  was  51  to  12. 

Then  came  the  big  game  with  Freeport.  It  was  a  gruelling  contest  and  Rock- 
ford had  to  fight  for  every  point  that  was  put  on  the  score  board.  Captain 
Englund  was  the  bright  star  during  this  game.  Enright  had  a  jinx  following  him 
most  of  the  time,  but  he  shook  him  off  long  enough  to  drop  in  a  few  baskets,  and 
kept  the  Freeport  guards  busy  most  of  the  time.  Baker  was  guarded  by  their 
stellar  man,  Voigt,  and  had  a  hard  time  getting  the  ball  near  his  basket.  Carlson 
and  Powell  were  towers  of  strength  on  defense,  and  stopped  many  a  good  play  of 
Freeport's. 

The  final  game  with  Belvidere  goes  down  in  history  as  the  best  and  most 
exciting  game  ever  played  at  Rockford.  It  was  a  terrible  game  from  the  viewpoint 
of  the  fan  who  sat  in  agony  during  that  long  forty  minutes. 

Rockford  led  at  the  half  15  to  6.  Sodergren,  playing  the  best  game  of  his 
career  to  that  date,  kept  the  mighty  Silvius  and  Shultz  from  scoring  from  the 
middle  of  the  floor.  At  the  end  of  the  third  quarter,  all  the  confidence  that  the 
Rockford  fans  had  felt  at  the  end  of  the  half  was  gone,  for  Belvidere  had  picked  up 
during  the  third  quarter  and  was  giving  the  team  a  mighty  fast  run.  The  final 
quarter  began  and  before  we  could  realize  what  had  happened,  the  score  was  34  to 
34.  Then  something  happened,  and  it  happened  so  quickly  that  Belvidere  didn't 
have  time  to  realize  what  it  was  until  it  was  over.  Englund,  with  but  one  minute 
left  to  play,  dribbled  the  ball  under  the  basket  for  a  counter,  and  followed  it  up 
with  another  just  like  it  just  as  the  gun  sounded.    The  final  score  was  38  to  34. 

It  was  not  the  stellar  work  of  any  one  individual  player,  but  just  the  fight  and 
"never  say  die"  spirit  of  the  whole  team  working  together  that  carried  them 
through. 
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The  State  T®iiFeameet 
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We  went.    We  saw.    We  conquered. 

AFTER  winning  the  district  tournament,  we  journeyed  to  Champaign  to 
compete  for  state  honors.  Many  fans  were  in  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not 
we  could  bring  home  the  bacon.  Mr.  Winters  beheved  that  it  would  be 
possible  if  we  could  leave  home  the  jinx  which  has  followed  Rockford  to  the  two 
preceding  state  tourneys.  The  team,  encouraged  by  a  wonderful  send-off,  and 
by  a  few  lucky  students  who  were  able  to  follow,  played  a  brand  of  basketball  that 
was  unequalled. 

The  first  game  against  Flora  was  comparatively  easy  after  Rockford  once  was 
started,  and  the  points  rolled  in  one  after  the  other.  Although  on  a  strange  floor, 
the  boys  soon  got  used  to  the  large  floor  space  and  the  glass  back  boards,  and 
before  long  were  playing  as  though  they  were  not  strangers  to  the  floor.  They 
found  the  basket  enough  times  to  make  the  score  31  to  10. 

The  second  game  was  with  Dundee.  Rockford,  not  playing  to  form  or  trying 
to  pile  up  a  score,  won  easily  37  to  10.  Substitutions  were  made  in  the  last  half 
to  save  the  men  for  the  harder  games  which  were  to  come  later. 

The  Herrin  team,  without  the  services  of  a  coach,  came  very  near  putting  a 
crimp  in  Rockford's  hopes.  Their  passing  of  the  ball  was  the  best  seen  on  the 
floor  and  if  they  had  been  able  to  follow  this  work  up  by  a  few  baskets,  they  would 
probably  have  won.  On  the  other  hand,  Rockford  played  the  poorest  game  she 
had  played  during  the  entire  tournament.  "Skin"  was  not  well,  and  Rex  had  the 
jinx  at  his  heels.  The  score  was  19  to  14.  This  game  was  worse  than  the  one  with 
Belvidere  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  spectators. 

The  final  game  was  not  as  thrilling  as  had  been  expected,  for  Rockford  com- 
pletely outclassed  Springfield.  In  this  game,  Rockford  found  its  old  form  and 
gave  out  all  that  she  had  missed  in  the  other  games.  Springfield's  wonderful  five 
men  defense,  which  had  baffled  every  other  team  they  played,  crumbled  before 
the  fast  offensive  of  Rockford.  Rex  was  on  at  the  basket  and  Sody  made  a  fool 
of  the  giant  Poscover.  "  Skin, "  "Hap, "  and  Joe,  playing  their  last  game  of  basket- 
ball for  the  Red  and  Black,  never  played  a  cleaner  and  a  faster  game  in  their  lives. 
These  three  men  were  given  their  deserved  positions  on  the  all-state  team,  and 
"Hap"  was  honored  with  the  captaincy  for  his  steady  work  during  the  entire 
tournament.  Poscover  of  Springfleld,  and  Haussler  of  Peoria  were  the  other  men 
who  were  honored,  receiving  the  forward  positions.  The  final  score  of  the  final 
game  was  39  to  20. 

The  seventy  students  from  Rockford  who  are  attending  the  University  and 
the  students  who  went  down  with  the  team  did  nobly  in  their  cheering.  "Ted" 
Needham  was  right  there  when  it  came  time  for  a  good  cheer,  and  before  the  game 
was  over,  Ted  had  the  majority  of  the  spectators  following  him  in  his  yells  for 
Rockford.

ROCKFORD  was  very  fortunate  this  year  in  having  such  an  unusually  good 
lightweight  team.  All  of  the  regulars  were  on  the  team  last  year,  and  the 
first  part  of  the  season  we  had  the  classiest  team  in  the  conference.  How- 
ever, misfortune  could  not  be  kept  away.  Brolin,  the  star  center,  was  lost  to  the 
team  at  mid  season  because  of  the  eight  semester  rule.  McCausland  was  out  of 
two  gaines  while  undergoing  repairs,  and  Anderson  was  missing  in  action  at  one 
of  the  crucial  games.  These  factors  were  responsible  to  a  large  extent  for  our 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  Elgin,  Belvidere,  and  Freeport. 

The  lightweights  had  for  a  leader  a  man  who  is  a  fighter  as  well  as  a  leader. 
"Freddie"  Burns,  playing  at  guard,  was  perhaps  one  of  the  best  men  in  this  posi- 
tion in  the  lightweight  division.  He  had  the  knack  of  picking  the  man  who  was 
going  to  try  a  field  goal,  and  there  were  few  baskets  made  from  his  corner. 

Edward  Brolin  held  down  the  center  position  with  ease  until  declared  ineligible 
the  first  of  February.  He  had  a  habit  of  getting  into  a  corner  and  then  dropping 
the  ball  into  the  basket  from  any  angle.  At  times  he  completely  bewildered  his 
opponents  and  succeeded  in  making  basket  after  basket. 

Leslie  Sodergren,  better  known  as  "Sody, "  is  as  clever  a  forward  as  any  in 
the  conference,  his  greatest  toll  in  one  game  being  seventeen  baskets.  He  is 
speedy  on  the  floor,  elusive  in  the  grasp  of  an  opponent,  and  has  a  keen  eye  for 
the  basket.  His  fine  showing  during  the  season  led  Coach  Winters  to  pick  him 
for  the  district  tournament,  and  later  on  for  the  state  meet.  We  do  not  need  to 
comment  here  as  to  his  work  in  those  events,  for  it  is  a  well-known  story. 

George  McCausland  was  another  stellar  light  in  the  Rockford  combination. 
He  played  the  other  guard  with  Captain  Burns.  He  was  a  great  factor  in  all  the 
games  in  which  he  played. 

Everett  Anderson  played  a  forward  position.  With  the  passing  of  Brolin, 
he  was  given  a  chance  to  show  what  he  could  do  in  the  center  ring,  and  was  found 
to  be  good  enough  to  fill  that  place  for  the  remainder  of  the  season. 

Last,  but  far  from  the  least  of  the  "R"  men,  is  Kenneth  Walden.  "Kenny" 
was  the  running  mate  to  Anderson.  He  was  a  sure  shot,  and  when  he  had  the  ball 
the  scorekeeper  usually  had  to  put  up  two  more  points  for  Rockford.  "Kenny"  has 
another  year  ahead  of  him,  and  should  be  very  valuable  to  athletics  next  year. 

There  were  a  number  of  men  who  played  well,  although  they  did  not  play  the 
required  length  of  time  to  be  entitled  to  their  "R's."  These  men  are:  Joe  Swan- 
son,  Hugh  Dales,  Harry  Carlson,  Carl  Satre,  Lloyd  Worden,  Earl  Ballentine,  and 
Edward  Pelgen.  They  showed  their  class  when  given  a  chance,  and  should  find 
regular  places  next  year.

The  Jimior  Cliamlber  of  Commerce 


HE  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Rockford  High  School  is  an  entirely 


new  organization  to  the  school.    Mr.  Burroughs,  the  head  of  our  oratory 


department,  brought  the  idea  here  when  he  came  last  fall,  and  it  appealed 
to  Principal  Briggs  very  much.  A  meeting  of  all  the  boys  interested  in  such  a 
project  was  held,  and  talks  were  given  by  various  well-known  members  of  the 
faculty.  Mr.  John  H.  Camlin,  president  of  the  Senior  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
also  spoke  to  the  boys,  encouraging  them  and  giving  them  some  valuable  hints. 

Fewer  boys  showed  up  at  the  next  meeting,  but  the  election  of  officers  was 
held  just  the  same,  and  those  who  were  present  were  very  enthusiastic.

Jack  Page, 
the  president  of  the  J.  C.  C,  presented  for  the  club  a  beautiful  gavel  to  the  S.  C.  C. 
President  Camlin  accepted  it  with  words  of  commendation  and  encouragement 
to  the  donors. 

Now  the  members  of  this  club  are  not  mollycoddles.  They  are  not  human 
wonders  either,  as  you  will  see  by  looking  over  the  membership  list.  They  cannot 
do  everything,  but  they  can  do  much  more  if  you  will  join  them.  Every  wide 
awake  boy  in  the  school  is  wanted.

THE  Philomathean  Literary  Society  has  long  been  recognized  as  one  of  the 
leading  and  important  organizations  of  this  institution,  but  last  fall  it 
looked  as  tho  the  society  was  defunct.  The  "flu"  epidemic  in  the  fall 
made  it  hard  for  all  organizations  to  resume  their  work.  At  all  events,  the  situa- 
tion together  with  the  difficulty  of  breaking  the  long  established  custom  of  evening 
meetings  and  holding  the  sessions  in  the  afternoon,  caused  the  abandonment  for 
the  time  being  of  all  plans  for  reorganizing.

Most  of  the  time  and  attention  of  the  society  this  year  has  been  given  to  the 
problem  of  getting  the  society  on  its  feet  so  that  it  would  be  in  a  condition  to  make 
a  prosperous  start  next  fall.  To  this  end,  some  excellent  programs  have  been 
worked  out  which  are  calculated  to  give  the  members  the  confidence  and  ability 
to  run  a  literary  society  along  the  right  kind  of  lines. 

A  lively  campaign  for  new  members  was  started  early  in  the  second  semester, 
and  the  results  were  highly  satisfactory.  The  new  men  all  give  promise  of  develop- 
ing in  a  manner  calculated  to  meet  the  highest  demands  of  the  society.  As  there 
are  but  few  seniors  among  this  year's  membership,  the  prospects  are  bright  for 
another  year. 

Before  the  present  school  year  is  over,  the  Philos  are  planning  on  having  several 
debates,  extemporaneous  speaking  contests,  and  public  discussions.  A  debate  with 
the  rival  Delphic  society  is  being  seriously  considered,  and  this  meet  should  arouse 
the  utmost  interest  and  enthusiasm  among  the  members  of  both  groups.

THE  season  of  1918-1919  has  indeed 
been  a  successful  one  for  the  old- 
est organization  of  the  school, 
namely  the  Band.  It  was  organized  in 
1907  under  its  present  director,  Mr.  J.  T. 
Haight,  and  has  the  distinction  of  being 
the  oldest  organization  of  its  kind  in  the 
country.  The  many  difficulties  and 
obstacles  incident  to  the  establishment 
and  growth  of  the  Band  have  been  over- 
come by  the  unswerving  loyalty  of  the 
J.  T.  Haight,  Director.  boys,  and  by  the  intelligent  and  kindly 

leadership  of  Mr.  Haight. 
Two  weeks  were  spent  last  June  at  Lake  Geneva,  Wisconsin,  with  a  beneficial 
result.  The  Band  played  for  all  home  football  games,  including  the  particularly 
wet  one  Thanksgiving  Day.  Nearly  all  draft  contingents  were  headed  by  the  Band, 
and  on  Peace  Day,  November  11,  it  did  heroic  ^work,  playing  on  the  streets  three 
different  times  during  the  day.  All  basketball  "games  found  the  Band  in  their  stand 
in  the  gym.  balcony,  playing  and  rooting  in  their^usual  loyal  manner.  Six  of  the 
seven  sessions  of  the  District  tournament  were  assisted  by  the  Band,  and  to  still 
further  show  their  loyalty,  the  team  was  escorted  by  the  Band  to  the  Illinois  Central 
station,  on  the  first  step  of  their  journey  to  the^State^tourney. 

Large  and  appreciative  audiences  enjoyed  the  annual  concerts  this  year, 
February  14-15,  and  they  were  pronounced  successful  from  every  standpoint. 

We  are  pleased  to  credit  an  extract  from  the  Rockford  Morning  Star  of  Feb- 
ruary 15.  "The  boys  showed  a  precision  of  attack,  unity  of  rhythm,  qiiality  of 
tone,  and  conception  of  phrasing  that  would  do  justice  to  veteran  musicians,  and 
draft  need  not  be  made  on  the  charity  usually  extended  to  amateur  musical  events 
when  the  concert  is  characterized  as  a  veritable  triumph." 

The  concerts  furnish  the  only  revenue  the  Band  realizes,  and  the  support 
of  the  student  body  was  gratifying  to  the  members  and  Mr.  Haight. 

Probably  the  greatest  problem  the  Band  has  to  contend  with  is  the  graduation 
of  members.  This  year  the  Band  is  rather  hard  hit,  as  several  of  the  prominent 
members  graduate.  Despite  the  loss  of  these  men,  there  are  33  remaining  members, 
beside  a  number  of  reserves  who  have  been  practicing  faithfully  the  past  semester, 
and  who  may  enter  the  first  band  in  September. 

Thus  the  Band  which  enjoys  a  statewide  reputation  for  its  ability,  anticipates 
a  most  successful  year  for  the  season  1919-1920.
